This resolution, they dej'.ar-id. was 
ii'med at the ex'erai Tiatlon of the 
"dives." It appears that wien loci! 
brewers refused to supp'y saloons or 
otlier reports oi bad or immoral repu- 
tation all the keepers of such places 
bad to do was to order beer froia 
brewers in other states. Tire brew- 
ers, of each slate now have the power 
to close the "dives" by refusing to 
deal wi.ii them. This, It fs claimed, 
will be more effective in shutting up 
v clous resorts than any law snort of 
nbso'ute prohibition. 

They thus pose as moral reformers, 
and say they are raising the clitirac- 
ter of' the saloon business. Tbey 
would not have done It however, ma- 
less forced iau> a corner by public 
opinion. We believe taat tie public 
will yet force the brewers to retire 
from business, hy amply refusing to 
buy their vl'e products.

Ijeprosy was prirtical'y unknown 
on this continent until ' phout Uia 
middle of the last century, ">>ff£«B^^— 
capes appeared at the seaports of t&® ' 
southern states. About Sbe sania 
time a vessel was wrecked on the 
coast o;' New Brunswick, the survive 
ors of wbiah were found afflicted 
with leprosy. They were confined fa 
a colony by themselves at Tracadle. 
where they have been tendel by Buys—- *i 
(o the present Jay these devoted wo- ' 
men bav ng voluntarily gone into the 
mo?t disma' of life-long exiles out ot 
compassion for the lepers. Nothing 
certain Is known of the cause- of 
le:;ro3y. It may coii'Iuue for many 
years without causing death, but wiea 
far advanced, it Is incurable, ftf&v^ 
appc-irasce of it :rfi-eutty in roanr > 
part? or the United States has heez.j' 
attributej to the nflox of immigrants^ 
from eastern poor and corigeste" > 
counties.

Canada's First Corps Enters Its New Home. 




, Olt many years past, the 
km Number I. Corps of The 
^** Salvation Army in Can- 
ada has been subjected 
fi3g to many vicissitudes — 
so far as Barrack accommodation Is 
concerned. It has dwelt In tents, 
stores, and temporary halls, but has 
had no permanent dwc'llng place. We 
ai'8, however, very happy to say that 
now It 1b nearer having a permanent 
and suitable home than It has bceu 
for a long period. 

A splendid site bad been secured 
on Queen street one of Toronto's 
great thoroughfare;), and through the 
liberality of the Commissioner, It was 
made possible, in connection wish 
The General's 80th Birthday Celebra- 
tions, to lay the foundation stone of 
a Hull, wliicli, for the present, shall 
be used as the Soulor Soldiers' Hall, 
but ultimately, :t is hoped, will he 
taken over by the Juniors, and the 
Seniors bo housed In a splendid large 
building of tho Citadel type. 

The present Hall was opened by 
the Commissioner last Thursday 
night. It has accommodation for 
about three hundred persons Is well- 
llghted and ventl'atcd, ana altogeth- 
er, Is a very comfortable 1 Ule fflacc. 

A very large crowd had gathered ia 
front of the building, whieh opens on 
Teeumseth Street, comprising Salva- 
tionists from all over the city; for It 
is tru'y astonishing what a number 
of persons have been brought to God 
by the efforts of this Corps. Pastors 
of various deuomnations were eon- 
verts of Old No, I.; Officers In mauy 
parts of the world knelt In eou'riiion 
at Its penlteut-form while Solalera 
scattered throughout the Domini jn 
were enrolled under Its flag. Great 
Interest was, therefore, felt in tho 
' city, In connection with the opening. 

The Staff Band played feveral se'- 
ectlona In front of the Hall, which 
was decorated with flags and stream- 
ers and at the appointed time the 
Commissioner, attended by the Pro- 
vincial officer and the Territorial 
Headquarters' Staff, took lis portion 
near tho -door, and In an Interesting 
speech described the career of tho 
Corps, after which he cal'cd upon the 
Provincial Officer to pray and then In 
Ilia name of tho Holy Trinity and 
The Salvation Army, threw the door 
open.

most glorious scenery In the world, 
and then retires reluctantly to his 
Eleeper with the prospect or another 
srnllar day of sightseeing unsur- 
passed an;, where. It is a perfect glut 
of grandt-nr. 

A European guide, who had spent 
come thvji among the Rockies, re- 
cently- said: "Turn ail the mountain 
■climbers in the world loose among 
the Canadian mountains, and at the 
end of twenty-five years they will 
Etlll be discovering new beauties and 
attractions." 

Then tiere Is such an absence ol 
.sameness. These ggantic forms that 
tower on botli sides of the track are
